In 1964, Walter Kno tt .rpwner of Knott’s Be rry .Farm,. 
Buena Park, Ca lifornia ,^ was said to have operated a Freedom Center 
f oFthe previous four or five years, the purpose of which was to 
educate people to the dangers of communism. Mr. Knott maintained 
an extensive library of films and literature which he would make 
available to any organizations interested in fighting communism. 

This organization was said to be well financed and considered effective 
in its efforts.

In 1966, Walter Knott was said to have supported for 
many years organizations distributing anticommunist literature and 
related material. As of May, 1962, he headed an organization knöwn 
as the California Free Enterprise Association which was headquartered 
at Knott’s Berry Farm. As of June, 1966, the Walter Knott Branch of 
the Americanism Educational League was located at Knott’s Berry Farm. 
The headquarters of the Americanism Educational League was at 3141 
West Century Boulevard, Inglewood, California. 

In February, 1967, pamphlet material was distributed 
in California identifying Walter Knott as a trustee of Constructive 
Action, Incorporated, which was described as a nonprofit Corporation^ 
providing the American public with educational materials exposing 
socialist and communist inroads in our American institutions.

On 12/12/61, during the course of the evening aession 
of "Project Alert" (PA) which was held at the Shrlne Auditorium, 
Los Angeles, which was televised over the, local facilities of 
television station KTLA, Channel B r BOF^/nT a PA official and 
son of former motion picture star RICHARD DIX, read several 
letters to the entire listeping and yiewing audience which had 
been written by Mr. WALTES^KNOTT, a militant anjjicommunist in 
the Los Angeles area and a supporter of "Project Alert." 


Mr. DIX announced the letters had been sent to 
Governor EDMUND G. BROWN and Attorney General STANLEY MOSK of 
California and Attorney General ROBERT KENNEDY. The letters 
were all similar in content, and each invited the recipient to 
speak before one of the sessions of PA. 


The letters mentioned that these public officials had 
spöken out in the past against "extreme rightists." They were 
invited to appear before any PA session that might fit their 
schedules in order that they might bring to the attention of 
the audience the dangers of "rightists" as well as "leftists." 
During the telecast, it was mentioned that these letters had 
not been acknowledged.

Attorney General MOSK, according to the artide, 
said his schedule is made up several weeks in advance and he 
could not at this late date make arrangements to appear before 
the group to make an address. 


The artide included that United States Attorney 
General ROBERT KENNEDY had not answered the letter by Tuesday, 
12 / 12 / 61 .

Headquarters, P.O. Box 91, Arcadia, California, mailed a copy 
of its undated ”special newsletter" to the Santa Ana (california) 
Resident Agency in an envelope postmarked pasadena, California, , 
on November 27, 1962. This "special newsletter” States as 
follows: 

”U.S. BECOMES CASTRO PROTECTORl••.The recent 
delivery of a "No Invasion Promise" by President 
John F. Kennedy has the effect of reducing the 
United States to the shameful role of a surrendering 
Nation. This was a Pyrrhic Victory for the United 
States and whether or not we like it, the Coramunists 
have won the first Round...THOSE MISSIIES ARE STILL 
IN CUBAi...Every predictiön of our Committee with 
relation to the events of this erisis have been 
provenill 

"THE CUBAN PEOPIE WILL HAVE TO FREE THEMSELVESl l 
Already any efforts of the cuban underground here in 
the U. S. are being frustrated by the NO WIN BUT 
SURRENDER POLICY of the present Administration...By

RE: SENATOR GEORGE MURPHY 


We have had very cordial relations with Senator Murphy 
and he is on the Special Correspondents* List. It is noted ,that 
Senator Margaret Chase Smith, by letter dated March/Zf^i^öö, 
advised that dur ing a conversation with Senator Murphy, she had 
learned that, at his request, the FBI made a thorough investigation 
of his staff members and she desired that the FBI make a similar 
check of the members of her staff. The Director noted on this 
occasion that, "Murphy talks too much. " Mr. DeLoach subsequently 
talked to Murphy and told him in strict confidence that he might 
want to be careful about talking concerning the confidential favörs 
we do for him and the matter concerning Mrs. Smith was outlined 
to him. Murphy was most embarrassed and stated that this would 
not happen again. 

The "New York Herald" of August 8, 1965, carried 
an article concerning the Negro riots in Los Angeles which stated 
in part that Murphy indicated he had received an FBI briefing 
to the effect that the communist-oriented W. E. B. DuBois Clubs 
were moving into the Watts district to take advantage of the 
unsettled situation. Mr. Hoover noted, "This shows we can't 
afford to give Murphy anything. " 

Murphy has commented favorably in public concerning 
the FBI on numerous occasions and has indicated his staunch 
support for the Bureau. 


OBSERVATION: 

It is not believed_ that the Director would desire to 
take time from his busy schedule to accept this invitation to speak 
at the ceremony dedicating the replica of Independence Hall at 
Knott*s Berry Farm on July 4, 1966. 


RECOMMENDATION: 

That the attached letter be sent to Senator Murphy 
advising that Mr. Hoover*s heavy schedule precludes him from 
accepting his invitation. .

This letter will be longer than I care to write, but the matter 
is, we think, of such importance to necessitate giving you the background 
as well as the current plans.

(Editor'» Notc: Infiltration of organisations h « corrstant 
fhreal. The fnllnwing fesluiinny hy Karl Prussion. an ex-Com- 
munisl/give» evidence that it can hnppcn to « legitiroate politi- 
cil grniip. Prussion was an nlliccr of Ih© party from 193* tn 
but served fhe last 12 years of hit membership ai an undcrrnver 
agent fnr the FBI. In the following eonversation. he i* heing 
qdértioned hy'Pick Arens, connset for the Honse Committee on 
Un-American Activities.) 

MR.AREN?, F.arlier in your tcstimony. Mr. Prussion. you spoke 
of Communist infiltration in political fi«Kls. Could you give us some 
example* of Ihis? 

MR. PRUSSION. My following lestimony as regards Communist 
Party infiltration in political fiekts is in no way a refleclion on either 
of our tivo great political pactiex, the Republican Party or ihe Demo- 
cratjc Party., However, I would like our two political parties to he- 
cnme.åcquainted with fads Ihat are alarmmg concerning altempted 
Communist Party infiltration and the major successes that it has had 
in lts political work. 

Back just prior to Ihe defeat in 1M2 of Vincent Hallman, who was 
wnning' för President on Ihe Independent Progressive Party tickd— 
and at that time Ihe Independent Progressive Party was the political 
arm of ihe Communist Party, tntally and completelv controlled by 
the Communist Party—Ihe Communist Party at that time changed ils 
policy. torpedoed Ihe Independent Progressive Party and let it shift 
fnr itsclf until it disintegrated. and bogan a full scale effort of infiltra¬ 
tion of Ihe Democratic Party. 

„ I WANT Tö point out that.at the time Ihi* was dort© Ihe CönT 
oiuniit'Party, was jeriouxlycortsidermg infiltraling the Republican 
Party.'Aincé Ihey fell Ihat the Republican Party was af that time the 
party nt pcace. and the Democratic Party was the party of war.

If you know positively from your own expericncc 
within the CommunLst Party that Ihey are members of the party and 
if you havent named Ihem previously. 

I have named some of the previously. bul not 
as associaled with Ihis particular group.

IS THERE ANT limitatjon upon 
the power o! the committee to sub-, 
poena and compel testi monv 
from anyone who attacks it? 

On this point. ihe majority of 
this snpreme court, relying upon 
the faet that at a previous hear- 
ing the Committee was told by a 
paid informannt that Wilkinson 
was a Communist, and upon 
statement by the committee that 
it had information that Wilkinson 
had been sont lo Aflanta by thej 
Communist Party, the court ma 
jority says. "It is to be etapha- 
ci7ed that the petitioner was not 
aummoned to appear as the result 
of an indiscriminate dragnet, lack 
ing probnble cause for belief that 
Wilkinson possessed information { 
which might be helpful to the 
oommittee.” 

However, the majority does not 
aay just how much its "emphasis 
on Ilus point is worth. 

Thus. there is no assurance that 
the committee will be required to 
produce any information at all as' 
• prercquisite to the exercise ofj 
tta subpoena and contempt pow 
ers. 

FROM THIS record. it appears 
that* the only information the 
committee had with reg ard to the 
petitioner was the teshmony of a 
paid informant at a previous com- 
mitlcc hearing The only evidcncc 
to the effeet that Ihe petitioner 
was a member of the Communist 
Party that merges from .that 
testimony is a flat statement by 
the informant that it was ao 

When thia faet is considered in 
eonjunclion with the faet that the 
petitioner was not accorded t h e 
opporttmity to cross-cxaminc the 
informant, it soems obvious that 
such testimony ia almost totally 
worthless for the purpose of es- 
tabbshing probnble cause for sub¬ 
poena ing Wilkinson. 

In the atmosphere existing in 
in this country todov. the chargc 
that someone a a Communist is! 
an common that hardly anyone ac- 
tive in public life escapes it. Ev 
ery m em ber of this court has been; 
ao designated. And a vast rnajori 
ty of the other two branches of] 
Government have fared no better 

IF THE ME RE faet that some 
onc haa been called a Communist] 
will provide probable cause for 
subpoenaing them. such a requiro- 
ment k wholly without valuc. 

The only other protection afford 
ed to cribcs of this committee is 
the so-called balancing test in 
which this court will penr.it only 
those abridgcmcnU of personal be 
liefs that this court bclievcs so 
important in terms of the nood of| 
the committee for information 
(hat such noed outweighs the] 


justify almost any question. 

Thus. the only rcal limitatinn 
upc*n tl»e committee s power to 
harass its opponents in the com¬ 
mittee s own sclf restraint. a char- 
aetemtie which probably has not 
domjnated this commiftecs work 
over Ihe past fcw ycars. 

TIIE RESULT of alt this is that 
from now on anyone who takes 
a public position contrary to that] 
being urged by the committee 
runs the risk of being subpoena od 
to appear at a hearing in »ome, 
far off placc. of being questioned 
with regard to every minute de- 
tail of his past life, of being asked 
to repeat all the gossip ho may 
have heard about any 


friends. of being accused by the 
committee of membership in thg 
Communist Party, of being hefdf 
up to the public as a aubvcrsiwq 
and a traitor, of being jailed for 
conicmpl if hc refuses to coqpflrw 
ate with tlie committee. 

With such a powerful woapoo, 
seems quite likety that the oor 
mittce will wcathsr efl mH É w ] 
even though justifiabfo. 

If this present trend continoee, 
this small a number of people 
who would cribcize the commit- 
toe will ncccssariiy dwindle 
their ranka are thinned by t h e| 
jai la.

The committee is authori7.ed to Investlgate the 
the extent, character and objeets of un-American 
propaganda activities in the United States, the dif¬ 
fuston within the United States of subversive and un- 
American propaganda that is instigated from foreign 
countrles or of a domestic origin and that attacks tiie 
principal of the form of government as guaranteed 
by our Constituöon and, all other questions in rela¬ 
tion thereto that would aid Congress in any necessary 
remedia! legislation. 

In 1958. tiie committee 


rtnunced it would investigate the 
ex lent and character of Commu- 
nist coionization and infiltration in 
the lexlile and olher basic indus- 
tnes located in the South, and 
Communist Party propaganda ac¬ 
tivities.in the South. Also to ob- 
ta in additional informatioo for use] 
by the committee in its considcra- 
tion of • p ropo sed axnendment to 
the Communist Control Act pre- 
scnhing a pcnalty for knowingly| 
and wilfully becoming or remarn- 
ing a member of the Communist I 
Party with knowledge of tbe pur- 
pose or objectives theroof. 

Other reasons given by the eom- 
mitlee for its AUanta mceting 
were to study entry and dissemi- 
nation within the U.-S. of foreign|
